Augusta is to be congratulated on 
the opening of one of the finest and 
best standardized airports in the 
south.

Only Give the Judges Time. 

From the large pile of newspaper 
clippings lying before me I am con- 
vinced that we only need to give our 
federal judges a little more time and 
they will draw all the. teeth out of 
the Volstead act. 

Already in many districts they have 
made rulings that render it practical- 
ly impossible for the officers to en- 
force the law, to detect the violators 
and to arrest them with any pros- 
pect of convicting them. 

The official records from the .courts 
themselves, sent here to the federal 
department of justice, reveal plainly 
that there are districts and states 
where the enforcement act is about as 
full of holes as a whale net. 

Since, however, these judicial nulli- 
fications of the plain intendments of 
the act apply only in the particular 
district, it is still possible to have 
reasonable enforcement in those dis- 
tricts where the judges are in sympa- 
thy with the law. 

* - . 
Even Fines Are Not Collected. . 

Although courts leniently let the 
offenders off with the imposit?fon of 
fines rather than jail terms, the fines 
are but poorly collected by the offi- 
cials who are charged with that duty. | 

For instance, in the middle district 
of Georgia, $57,491 in fines were as- 
sessed and only $11,366.50 collected. 
There was no explanation filed as to 
why nearly $46,000 were not collect- 
ed. Who knows “how cum?” 

In the Detroit district the fines 
were $390,400.21 and the collections 
were $281,750.54, which shows that 
$108.649.67 were allowed to get away 
unpaid. 

It was told to me at the depart- 
ment that there are only 8 of the 120 
districts in the United States wherein 
the fines assessed were fully | 
ed. They are the states of Kansas, 
Rhode Island, Wyoming and North 
Dakota, and the districts of Northern 
California, southern Ohio, middle 
Pennsylvania and western Tennessee.

CHILDREN’S READING. 
“What should my young children 


read?’ asks a father. 

The first thing to do is to awaken 
in them a love for reading. Reading 
should be a delight and never a duty. 

Do not feel that your children must 
read good books whether they like 
them or not. Much better spend time 
time looking for good books within 


| the range of their tastes. 


When a standard book on my §. A. 
S. E. list suited to average boys and 
girls fails to interest them it does 
not necessarily mean that the child 
is forever unfitted to the book. Rather 
it may mean that he is not yet sutf- 
ficientlly developed to be interested in 
it. 

Almost every parent has had the 
experience of starti a child on Aa 
certain book which has been pro- 
nounced “just the thing for a child 
of that age.’’ And the hopeful par- 
ent found the child took no interest 
in it. If the second doesn’t strike 
the child’s interest try another. Keep 
on till one “clocks.” 

A mother says: “My boy does not 
read good books but he reads lots. Is 
this practice harmfufl?” Most chil- 
dren at around 12 read almost any- 
thing that is not too hard to under- 
stand. Frivolous, purposeless fiction 
is a waste of time and tends to 
establish rambling habits of thinking 
that may persist. There is no ob- 
jection to the entertainment value of 
such reading, but how much better to 
have the child informed and educated 
while he is being entertained. 

FAIRY TALES. 

Often I am asked, “Do you be- 
lieve in reading fairy stories to chil- 
dren?’ I certainly do. have no 
patience with people who believe that 
fairy stories will give a child false 
ideas of life.

‘Shades of the prison house 
will close around your boy all too 
soon. Bond and mortgages, discounts 
and margins will force themselves 
upon his consciousness. If you would 
have him able, in middle life, to es- 
cape occasionally from the prosaic 
round of business, to look up at the 
stars, to read and er. great 
poetry and come back to his work 
again with wider horizons and a 
spiritual uplift, do not neglect the 
fairy tale and the myth, for in them 
are the elements of all imaginative 
literature.”

thousands of men and women who 
grope their way through life seeing 
nothing that they cannot handle and 
imaging nothing that they cannot see.

MY TOWNS—OKLAHOMA CITY 

Oklahoma still means cowboys and 
Indians to a good many Americans 
I have found few native New Yorkers 
who know how to pronounce the 
name. Most of them pronounce the 
initial O as in hock, for some reason 
or other, and add an entirely su- 
perfluous r on the end of the word. 
Thus they make it Ock-luh-homer. 
They know that it’s where Will Rog- 
ers comes from, but other correct in- 
formation concerning the state and 
its capital city is difficult to extract 
from the folk along Broadway. 

But Oklahoma City claims a larger 
population than the ancient town ol 
Yonkers. It has wide streets, tall 
buildings, excellent hotels, fine news- 
papers, uncounted millionaires and a 
civic pride that is notable and justi- 
fiable. 

Forty years ago there wasn’t any 
such town as Oklahoma City. It just 
happened one day. Not gradually, 
over a period of centuries, but on the 
afternoon of April 22, 1889, within 
three hours, Oklahoma City sprang 
up from the virgin prairie. Its citi- 
zens, that first afternoon, thought 
well of Oklahoma City. They had 
come running. all the way from the 
Kansas line, to drive stakes and set 
up tents. They found the place a 
plain of waving grass. That night 
they slept in a city.

Few towns, indeed, hare a more 
romantic origin or a more colorful 
history, although many towns are 
older. 

Oklahoma City is a rich city now. 
It is one of the leading cities of # 
region that is destined to produce 
much of the wealth of the United 
States. There is no limit in sight for 
Oklahoma City. It may become larz- 


er than the present St. Louis, and in | 


all probability will become wealthier 
than ancient Athens. It’s a place of 
infinite promise. 

When I was a small boy, walking 
barefooted to a country school in 
southern Kansas, the long road was 
marked by ever-moving lipes of cov- 
ered wagons. Some were drawn by 
horses, some by those thin, spirited 
beasts known as Indian ponies, and 
some by oxen. All were headed south. 
They contained the beginnings of Ok- 
lahoma. Children who were born in 
those covered wagons are among the 
leading citizens of Oklahoma City to- 
day. 

History. does not contain a more 
thrilling or a more heroic epic than 
this one, and I am glad to have seen 
it in the making. Some day some 
one will do the story justice in his- 
torical literature.

With Sunday Sermon Series 


Evangelical Ministers’ 
Association Joins Move 
To Urge Majesty of Law 
on Atlanta Citizens. 


Strong sermons urging the people 
to serious consideration of the neces- 
sity for respectful observance of all 
law were delivered Sunday in At!->ta 
churches under a morement sponsored 
by the committee on church coopera- 
tion with a view to promoting law and 
order. 

Believing the time ripe for such an 
effort, and with the approval and co- 
operation of the Evangelical Ministers 
association, the Christian Council of 
Atlanta, and the City Union of Young 
Peoples’ organizations, the committee 
on church cooperation requested the 
pastors, adult Bible classes and young 
people’s organizations of all Atlanta 
churches to use “Respect for and Obe- 
dience to Law” as the discussion top- 
ic Sunday. 

The request of the committee. was 
widely observed, and preservation of 
law and order was discussed both in 
sermon and round-table talk Sunday 
in the churches and church organi- 
zations. Sunday was selected as the 
day for the stressing of the law and 
order topic because of its designation 
by the International Sunday School 
Lesson committee as World T or: 
ance Sunday. The purpose, how-

Christians, therefore, should 
he law-abiding citizens; should sympa- 
thize with authorities in enforcing 
law, and sustain them in so doing: 
and should realize that orderly God- 
ly society is a product of Christian- 


ity.” 

‘ Rev. C. R. Stauffer, 

The Rev. C. R. Stauffer, pastor cf 
the First Christian church: 

“Laws are enacted to be obeyed. 
Without observance of law which ex- 
presses the highest ideals of right 
and common good there can be no or- 
derly society. Only anarchy and 
confusion will reign. The very bul- 
wark of our political body is to be 
found in a bedy of citizens who re 
spect the laws by strict observance 

“During the world war there was 
a wave of the greatest respect for our 
government and its laws. -. order 
to win the war many were willing to 
give their time for a dollar a year 
in the service of the government; we 
allowed our diet to be prescribed: we 
refrained from running our automo- 
biles on Sunday for the sake of con- 
serving our gas supply; responded to 
the call of our country and gave of 


struggle that its very life might be 
preserved. 

“Today, ten years after, we tind a 
host who have swung to the opposite 
extreme, who seem to have little re- 
spect for law and the government 
Many of those who were willing to 
serve their government for a dollar 
a year are now for the sake of satis- 
fying their appetites and selfish de 
sires undermining the very govern- 
ment to which they so willingly gave 
themselves in service a decade ago 
and thereby give encouragement to 
every form of lawlessness, 

“The need of the hour is for great- 
er respect for law and a willingness 
to observe all laws. One of our 
greatest curses is the growing tenden- 
cv on the part of the people who ¢on- 
sider themselves good citizens to choose 
what laws they will observe and what 
they will freely violate. This ten- 
dency if not checked will eventually 
destroy our government and consign 
it to the graveyard of nations. 

“A concrete illustration of our 
growing disrespect for law is that 
there is probably not a state in the 
union that does not have a law pro- 
hibiting gambling. Yet in spite of 
this fact gambling is growing and is 
becoming one of the greatest curses 
of our present day. It is not mere- 
ly a question of enforcing the laws 
against gambling but of havin , 
group of citizens that are willir - 
to refrain from all forms of gam- 
bling if for no other reason than that 
the law prohibits it. The law is for 
the purpose of protecting tho: who 
are weak against their own lack of 
self-control. 

“Observance of law must be rooted 
in homes which send forth youth that 
have learned the lessons of obedience. 
The home of the present hour holds 
the solution to this great problem. 
Unless we produce citizens who have 
learned to respect and obey the laws 
of the community, the state or the 
nation, it will not be possible to have 
proper enforcement of law. The home 
must have the help of the church and 
school in this very important fune- 
tion. There .sust be an ever-increas- 
ing group who do right because it 
has become the habit of life and not 
merely because law compels them to 
do right.” 

Rev. D. P. MeGeachy. 

The Rev. D. P. MeGeachy, pastor . 
of the Decatur Presbyterian church: 

“In hundreds of Presbyterian 
churches today we are considering the 
fathers of the Reformed Faith. Sure- 
ly no mere appropriate time cauld 
found for stressing law enforcement. 
If the men of the sixteenth century 
stood for anything they stood for obe- 
dience to constituted authority. The 
city of Geneva, in the day ~ hen Cal- 
vin's word was law there, was spoken 
of as the cleanest, safest, most stead- 
ily prosperous city in Europe. Neo 
follower of Luther, or Calvin, or Knox 
or any of the worthies of that great 
day can be indifferent to the threat 
of drunkenness or gambling or Sab- 
bath desecration. Surely Protestant 
can join with Hebrew or Romanist 
or any other man who pledges himself 
to unwavering devotion to the observ- 
ance of law in the light of the Ten 
Commandments and the Sermon on 
the Mount.”

The Rev. R. L. Russell, pastor of 
Druid Hills Methodist church: 

“Disloyalty is contempt and en- 
archy. Our democracy is a gov- 
ernment for the people, and by the 
people. Our constitution was fra 
by a majority vote of the people and 
in like manner every amendment to 
the constitution is appended. All yi- 
olation of the law is lawlessness, and 
a lawless man is not a loyal citizen. 
No good citizen will try to break down 
the law at any point, even wihien 
it runs across his opinion. ‘United 
we stand; divided we fall’ is as true 
now as it was the day it was spoken.

gard for the law, the nation will be 
split asunder. Lawlessness in high 
places as well as low must bave its 
rebuke and punishment.

American railroads will face a severe 
test in 1928 on the preservation of 
private ownership, Alba B. Johnson, 
president of the Railway Business as- 
sociation, asserted tonight in a letter 
to members of the association. 

After pointing out that tractive 
power of freight locomotives owned by 
Class 1 railroads had declined 1.02 
per cent in the nine months since 
January 1, while capacity of freight 
cars had increased only a quarter of 
one per cent, Johnson said the question 
was margins of profit aggravated by 
reduced volume, With relief in the 
form of increased business this show- 
ing should be much improved. 

“For our railways to cope success-

A scandal affair, in which the kais- 
er’s intimates were involved, brought 
Harden’s name again to the world’s 
attention in 1906.

As 
a result Prince Philip Eulenburg, the 
kaiser’s chamberlain and -nearest 
friend, as the foremost involved, was 
compelled to sue the writer, while a 
number of other aristocrats and high 
officials resigned at once their posts 
and disappeared. 


Law Suit Settled. 


Although the law suit was finally 
settled by an arrangement between 
Harden and Eulenburg, the proceed- 


tion of public morals. 

Kulenburg, ‘-however, managed to 
escape this trial by constant “disease” 
and, it was whispered, not without 
connivance of some imperial authori- 
ties, who were afraid of a scandal in- 
volving his majesty’s “‘sacred”’ person.

Discovers Tomb 


Of Genghis Khan 


October 380. — (/) — The 
explorer, Professor Peter 
Kozloff, says the Sunday Express, 
has solved darkest Asia’s greatest 
archaeological mystery by the discov- 
ery of the tomb of Ghenghis Khan 
(Jenghiz Khan), Mongolian conquer- 
or, 700 years after his death, near 
the ruins of the dead city of Khar- 
akhoto,. in the Gobi desert. 

Professor Kozloff has devoted 20 
years to the search. They found the 
great Kahn’s remains in a silver cof- 
fin resting on the crowns of 78 princes 
and kahns whom he had conquered. 

The secret wonders of the con- 
queror’s tomb, says The Express,, vie 
with those of Tut-anhk-amen. Seven 
silent lamas guard the seeret place 
and every seven hours one of them 
strikes seven times on a huge jade 
bell hanging above the sarcophagus. 

For seven centuries the priests have 
preserved the mystery. Jewel-studded

WORK STARTS TODAY 
ON NEW TAX MEASURE. 
Washington, October 30.—(?)— 


Drafting of a new tax bill will be 
started tomorrow by the house ways 
and means committee with members 
prepared to expedite work in an ef- 
fort to have the measure ready for 
congress shortly after it convenes five 
weeks hence. 

The eve of the meeting found in- 
terest centered on the recommenda- 
tions to be made by Secretary Mel- 
lon, as such views as he may set 
forth on behalf of the treasury will 
carry considerable weight during 


forthcoming deliberations on the sub- | 


ject. The secretary, or Undersecre- 
tary Ogden Mills, as his representa- 
tive, will be the committee's first wit- 
ness, 

Serves as Basis, 

While various estimates of the 
amount of tax reduction that should 
be effected have been made, the state- 
ment from the treasury as to the 
probable surplus for the next fiscal 
year and the recommendations as to 
how far revenue levies may be cut 
with safety, usually serves as a basis 
from which a majority of the commit- 
tee begins its work. 

Tomorrow afternoon will be devot- 
ed to hearing the treasury’s positipn. 
The committee then will spend nine 
days hearing representatives of com- 
merce, industry and various organiza- 
tions that wish to present suggestions. 
After that it will retire behind closed 
doors to begin actual writing of the 


The prospective work of the com- 
mittee has attracted considerable at- 
tention and many members of con- 
gress, including several of the ways 
and means committee, have expressed 
views on how large a tax cut should 
be made. Practically all of these have 
been far in excess of the indicated 
position of the treasury—a reduction 
well under the $300,000,000 mark. 

Three Political Factors. 

The pre-committee meeting discus- 
sions also have deyeloped that three 
political factors will exert an influ- 
ence on the new tax bill before it 
has completed its long legislative jour- 
ney through the house and senate to 
President Coolidge. These factors are 
the administration republicans, the 
democrats and the group of western 
independent republicans in the = sen- 
ate, 

Chairman Green of the ways and 
means committee and other adminis- 
tration stalwarts have indicated that 
they regard a cut of $300,000,000 as 
the probable maximum with Green 
particularly skeptical if even this fig- 
ure will be possible. The democrats, 
through their tax spokesman, Repre- 
sentative Garner, of Texas, have de- 
clared for a minimum reduction of 
$400.000,000, while Garner, who is 
ranking minority member of the ways 
and means group, personally has ad- 
vocated a reduction of $500,000,000 
if possible. 

Position of Insurgents. 

What position the insurgent senate 
group may take remains somewhat 
undefined, though it has been indi- 
cated that it will favor a minimum re- 
duction and application of the re- 
mainder of the treasury surplus to 
curtailing the publie debt.
